A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
cleiii of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

^The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
meet July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
toe county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July l deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
rwiewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic

Security Pacific Bank 
Outlines Freeze Effects 


"Consumer spending and 
business investment should, 
as a result of recent econo¬ 
mic ix>licy changes, reflect a 
moderate improvement by 
the end of the 90-day wage- 
price freeze,” Security Paci¬ 
fic National Bank Research 
Officer Harvey D. Welles 
said this week. 

“Acceleration in personal 
Income tax reductions will 
result in a $2 billion saving 
for the American con'sumer,” 
said Welles. “This additional 
disposable income will stim¬ 
ulate retail sales, which in 
turn will spur manufac¬ 
turers’ productivity and em¬ 
ployment rolls.” 

He told his awdionce that 
expenditures for dura b 1 e 
goods — always a sound 
economic indicator — have 
registered strong gains. 

“Repeal of the seven per 
cent auto excise tax, com¬ 
bined with, the te.n per cent 
import surcharge, could 
raise nationwide domestic 
car sales by 300,000 to 500,- 
000 units. In California 
though,” commented the 
bank’.s research officer, “this 
increase will be lo.ss notice¬ 
able because of the high 
volume of imported cars. 
These imports account for 
over 40 per cent of the 
state’s new car sales com¬ 
pared to 16 per ce.iit for the 


rest of the nation.” 

Shiftin.g his emphasis 
from the domestic to the in¬ 
ternational economic scene, 
Welles explained several of 
the AdmiMstartion’s recent 
policy changes. He noted 
that .separating the dollar 
from the gold sta.ndard may 
achieve a more realistic ex¬ 
change rate between the 
-American dollar and other 
world currencies. 

Security Pacific Ban k’s 
economist added that these 
more realistic rates should 
cau.so .an increase in United 
States’ exports, as America.n- 
producod goods will become 
cheaper in many overseas’ 
markets. 

In relation to California’s 
foreign trade position, 
Welles .noted that an accu¬ 
rate as.sc.ssment “is difficult 
at presen't because of the re¬ 
cent dock strike. However,” 
he reminded his audience, 
“despite a possible reduction 
in imports through our Cali¬ 
fornia ports, we should .see 
an increase in exports which 
would counterbalance any 
reduction and help this .state 
maintain its position of eco¬ 
nomic leadership in interna¬ 
tional commerce.”
